German cops end millionaires' Euro-tour 

A RESPECTED business¬ 
man’s dream driving tour 
across Europe was dashed 
after German police imp¬ 
ounded more than 30 of his 
middle-aged party’s high- 
performance cars. 

Property developer Jerry Overbury; 
from Rainham, has spent £1,800 on 
the sedate five-day Euro Enduro run, 
which aimed to pass through five 
countries. 

But the tour was brought to a halt 
on day one by German cops, who 
claimed the group were illegal boy 
racers and towed their luxury cars. 

The 45-strong fleet of top-spec vehi¬ 
cles, including Ferraris, Porsches and

Audis, clashed with police lying in 
wait for the group near the Belgian 
border on Saturday afternoon. 

Mr Overbury, who was driving his 
£120,000 Bentley Continental, like 
the car pictured, said: “The police set 
up road blocks, pulled over most of the 
cars and impounded them. 

“They then demanded 1,000 euros 
(£800) from each person to release the 
cars, some of which were damaged by 
the tow trucks. The drivers even had 
to pay 350 euros (£280) for an inter¬ 
preter. I was one of a small group of 
drivers to avoid the road blocks.” 



The fuming drivers were forced to 
spend Saturday and Sunday in hotel 
rooms waiting for their cars to be 
released. 

Mr Overbury added: “The German 
police have deemed the trip a race but 
it wasn’t. We have not broken any 
laws; no-one has been arrested for 
speeding or any other offence. 

“But when we got our cars back the

to leave the house on her own. Even her cats were afraid to cross paths with 
the colourful creature, with the felines ducking into bushes whenever Bert 
swooped into their garden. 

But Bert's grip on the community has been ended by Medway council's 
safer communities team. Workers captured him this week and released him 
on a ten-acre estate in Lenham, where he is unable to cause any mischief.

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Face of 'scruffy' 
man wanted in 
double attack

A SEX attacker is being 
hunted by police after lung¬ 
ing at two young women in 
quick succession earlier this 
month. 

The 40 to 50-year-old struck in the 
early hours of Saturday September 
6, in Gillingham. 

The first woman was attacked in 
Parr Avenue between 4.45-5.15am 
as she walked home. 

It is reported the ‘scruffy’ man fol¬ 
lowed her along the road and 
assaulted her at the junction of 
Selboume Road and Milner Road. 

The 23-year-old was able to fight 
off her attacker and run to safety. 

Undeterred, the sex beast struck 
attacked again shortly afterwards in 
the area of Brooklyn Paddock, this 
time targeting a 24-year-old woman. 

Police have issued two e-fits from 
differing descriptions given by the 
victims in the hope someone will 
recognise the attacker. 

He is said to be white with short 
dark hair possibly greying, of aver¬ 
age build and 5ft 6ins to 5ft 9ins tall. 

He was wearing denim jeans and a 
dark coloured, zip-up top, believed to 
be denim. 

In the first incident he was 
described as wearing a baseball cap.

He had a scruffy appearance and 
smelt strongly of alcohol. 

Police would like to speak with a 
possible witness who they believe to 
have been in the area at the time. 

He is a smart-looking, very tall 
white man, around 30 years old, bald 
and wearing oval glasses. He was 
carrying a rucksack on his back and 
had both straps over his shoulders. 

Detective Inspector Lee Whitehead 
said: “We are appealing for anyone 
who may have been in the area 
around the time of the incident and 
witnessed anything suspicious to 
please contact the major crime depart¬ 
ment at Chatham police station. 

“We would like to hear from any¬ 
one who may have seen the man and 
I urge people to cast their minds 
back to the morning of Saturday, 
September 6. 

Police ask that women remain cau¬ 
tious, particularly when alone, but 
stress that incidents such as these 
are infrequent and violent crime lev¬ 
els in Medway remain low.

Cliff jumper suffers 
break on Welsh coast 

A WOMAN had a lucky escape after 
tumbling into the sea during a work 
trip in Wales. 

The 30-year-old from Rochester, who 
has not been named, slipped on rocks 
while ‘coasteering’ in Abereiddi Bay on 
Saturday, suffering a suspected bro¬ 
ken ankle. Colleagues called the coast¬ 
guards, who took her to a hospital. 

Coasteering involves climbing, 
swimming and cliff jumping off rocky 
coastlines. 

Police escort final set 
of wind turbine blades 

THE final three lorry loads of wind 
turbine propeller blades left Chatham 
Dockyard on Monday morning. 

The heavy goods vehicles - each one 
47m-long - left the dockyard between 
10-11am en route to Romney Marsh. 

A Kent police spokesman said: “This 
was the final phase of escorting vehi¬ 
cles carrying the blades. In total 78 
vehicles have been escorted, with six 
police motorcyclists and one car pro¬ 
viding the escort for each journey.”

STOCKTAKING CLEARANCE NOW ON 
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CPS defends decision 
to take Hoo 6 to court

THE Crown Prosecution Service has 
defended its decision to bring charges 
against a group of eco-activists - 
despite a jury clearing each of the 
protestors of any wrongdoing. 

The Kingsnorth Six walked free from 
Maidstone Crown Court last week after being 
acquitted of causing £30,000 of criminal dam¬ 
age to the Hoo peninsula power station. 

Their eight-day trial and the not guilty ver¬ 
dicts received media coverage across the globe, 
sending Greenpeace’s anti-coal message to the 
top of the news agenda. 

Kent’s chief Crown prosecutor Roger Coe- 
Salazar said the case, which left the CPS with 
a bill of £3,809, was “an entirely appropriate 
one” for them to charge and prosecute. 

He added: “I am fully satisfied the case met 
both the evidential and public interest test that 
prosecutors apply to all cases. 

“So far as the question posed regarding 
whether it was a good use of taxpayer’s money, 
given the considerable publicity the case has 
attracted for Greenpeace, I am of course, as are 
now most people, aware of the issues underpin¬ 
ning this case. 

“Accordingly it is important to make it clear 
that as independent prosecutors it is our role to 
apply the law and make our decisions within 
the framework set out in the code for Crown 
prosecutors. This is not some simplistic or auto¬ 
mated process, but requires careful and often 
very complex factors to be balanced within our 
decision making. 

“However, it is right that we take, and contin¬ 
ue to take, those decisions unfettered by politi¬ 
cal or indeed any other inappropriate consider-

ations; no matter how unpopular they may be 
within certain segments of society.” 

Eco-campaigner Ben Stewart, one of the five- 
strong group that abseiled down Kingsnorth’s 
200m chimney, painting ‘Gordon’ as they went, 
said the jury’s non-guilty verdict would “res¬ 
onate through the corridors of Whitehall”. 

The 24-year-old, from Lyminge, near 
Folkestone, said: “We’re really happy and also 
very relieved. We feel that it was the right deci¬ 
sion. The jury heard a very detailed amount of 
evidence about coal and came to the conclusion 
that our protest, which closed down Kingsnorth 
power station for a day, was legitimate. 

“This verdict will resonate through the corri¬ 
dors of Whitehall. 


“I don’t doubt for one moment that the secre¬ 
taries of state are being told about the outcome 
and will be forced to draw the correct inference: 
people are getting smart about the damage coal 
is having on our planet. 

“Now is the moment to draw the line in the 
sand - no new coal and no new Kingsnorth.” 

Mr Stewart was charged with causing crimi¬ 
nal damage alongside Kevin Drake, 44, of 
Wiltshire, Huw Williams, 41, of Nottingham, 
Will Rose, 29, of London, and Emily Hall, 34, 
from New Zealand. 

Tim Hewke, 48, from Ulcombe, near 
Maidstone, was accused of organising the protest 
from the ground and faced the same charge. 

They were cleared by a ten to two majority.

cops told us to come back to 
England immediately. We told 
them we’d been drinking the night 
before and were not fit to drive so 
they told us we had 24 hours to 
leave the country. 

“How can they say that? We had¬ 
n’t done anything wrong. The way 
the police behaved has been 
absolutely diabolical.” 

The property developer said the 
German police had lifted the driv¬ 
ers’ names and car details from the 
Euro Enduro website and that the 
authorities had been in touch with 
the trip’s organisers, Circuit Days, 
telling them not to race through 
their country. 

He said: “I’m told Circuit Days 
received a letter saying we were 
not welcome but this was not 
relayed to us. We should have been 
told about this as then we could 
have decided whether to drive 
through Germany or not.” 

A spokesman for Circuit Days 
said: “The Euro Enduro is not an 
illegal race. The police have no evi¬ 
dence of any speeding, careless, 
inconsiderate or dangerous driving 
by participants.”

The show tells the tale of how a 
classroom dare started 
the Gillingham resi¬ 
dent’s illustrious career, 
which would see her 
collaborate with radio 
stars such as Kenneth 
Horne, Arthur Askey 
and Dick Emery. 

Fellow pupils at 
Rochester Grammar 
School for Girl in 1951 
urged Mollie to send 
some of her comedy 
scripts to Mr Horne, 
who dominated the 
airwaves from the 
1940s to 1960s. 

The comedian was 
suitably impressed 
with Mollie’s ideas and went on to 
form a long-running partnership 
with the young scriptwriter, particu¬ 


larly in the Beyond Our Ken series. 

Mollie’s son, Andy Millest, said: “A 
couple of months ago BBC radio 
producer Alan Stafford said he want¬ 
ed to do a programme about ghost¬ 
writing and asked if my 
mum would mind being 
interviewed.

Bird wrecked havoc on 78-year-old Hazel 

Bert the peacock is 

finaly sent pecking

AN ANTI-SOCIAL peacock that 
scratched and pecked residents has 
been re-homed by council officers. 

The wild wildfowl, nicknamed Bert by his 
victims, attacked dozens of homeowners in 
Wainscott during a four-month reign of terror. 

One of the bird’s regular targets was great 
grandmother Hazel Tompsett, of Islingham 
Farm Road. 

The 78-year-old was left with deep cuts to 
her nose, bruising on her hand, arm and wrist 
and scratches on her head after being attacked 
twice in a week. 

The latest incident, which took place on 
Friday afternoon, left her too frightened to 
leave the house alone. 

She said: “I was hanging some washing up in 
the garden when the bird flew down on me 
and clawed me on the head and nose. 

“After he attacked me I could not get back 
into the house. He just would not let me move. 

“He also got me on Wednesday, September 
10, scratching me on my hand and wrist. 

“He has attacked quite a few people, including 
my seven-year-old great grandson Charlie. My 
son is 50 and even he’s frightened of Bert. Our 
neighbour contacted the RSPCA and the RSPB, 
but nobody seemed to want to get him.” 


Hazel’s prayers were answered by Medway 
council’s safer communities team. The 
department’s Russel Songhurst was despatched 
to capture the escaped bird earlier this week. 

Safer communities head Gavin Wilders said 
that although council responsibilities stop 
short of keeping an eye on ornamental birds, 
the council decided it should step in and help. 

‘We contacted the RSPCA, but they said they 
couldn’t help, so we decided this was a practical 
way in which we could keep the community 


safer, at least from sharp-beaked birds. 

We sent Russell, who is one of the council’s 
senior safer communities officers, out with the 
equipment that our dog wardens use and he 
managed to catch the peacock and put it safely 
in a cage in the back of his van.” 

The peacock is now enjoying a new life on a 
ten-acre estate at Lenham, near Maidstone. 

Hazel said she delighted the council had 
intervened. She said: “I’m pleased Bert’s been 
taken away.”

Kids get hooked on new course 


A HOUSING company is hoping to hook its 
younger tenants on a fishing taster course.

We really want to get more kids involved, not 
only in fishing, but in developing an interest in 
the wildlife in the area.” 

Buckland is a haven for natural wildlife with 
kingfishers, peregrines and other birds gathering 
at the newly opened trout lake, family and match 
lakes due for completion this year.

Wartime spirit 
revived down 
at Dockyard 


PEARLY kings and queens will be 
keeping spirits up during Chatham 
Historic Dockyard’s salute to the 
‘40s Wartime Weekend.

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QUESTION & ANSWER 






Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

A I’m a married mother-of-three living in 
Rainham. We share our house with two 
cats, two finches and a gecko in addition to the 
hordes of spiders and insects that regularly 
invade from the surrounding fields. 

Q How and why did you get involved with Friends of the 
Wisdom Hospice? 

A I joined the Friends just over ten years 
ago. I was on maternity leave following the 
birth of my son (child number three) when I 
saw the part-time post for administrator/ 
fund-raising manager advertised and it was 
too tempting to resist. 

Tell us about the hospice and how it was set up. 

A lt was set up in 1981 to carry on the work 
begun by Molly Wisdom, herself a cancer 
patient, to raise funds for a hospice for the 
Medway and Swale area. 

The Friends raised the money to build and 
furnish the hospice, entering into an agree¬ 
ment with the then Medway Health 
Authority that the authority would staff and 
run the hospice with financial support from 
the Friends. 

The Friends continue to provide financial 
support to the hospice by way of an annual 
grant - the grant agreed for this year is 
£502,000. The Friends also funded a major 
refurbishment and extension project at the 
hospice, which was completed in 2004. 


Q 


What services does the hospice offer? 


A The hospice provides specialist palliative 
care for patients with life threatening ill¬ 
nesses - primarily, but not exclusively, cancer. 

The service provides medical, practical and 
emotional support for patients and their fam¬ 
ilies. There is in-patient care amd places for 
up to 12 patients a day in the day hospice. 
Although outpatient clinics are held at the 
hospice and in hospitals, many patients will 
never set foot within the hospice building, 
remaining under the care of the domiciliary 
nursing team in their own homes. Specialist 
nurses are based in hospitals forming a vital 
link between the hospital and hospice. 

The hospice social work team and welfare 
advisory officer provide practical advice and 
support, and a bereavement service is avail¬ 
able to support family and loved ones follow¬ 
ing a patient’s death. Unfortunately many of 
us know from personal experience the difficul¬ 
ties faced by patients and their families when 
facing the effects of a life-threatening illness 
and it is a real privilege to support the work 
of the hospice. 

What is your role in the hospice? 

A I have overall responsibility for all our 
fund-raising activities, although much of 
the day-to-day organisation of these is man¬ 
aged by our fund-raising co-ordinator. It is 
also my responsibility to ensure the charity 
operates efficiently and professionally.

Do you have any fund-raising events coming up? 


A Events a range from coffee mornings and 
a tea room at Restoration House in 
Rochester, through to sponsored parachute 
jumps and fire walking for the more adven¬ 
turous, and everything in between. 


Q 


How important is your work in Medway and Kent? 


A lt would be impossible for a small team 
such as ours to function without the help 
of volunteers. The trustees and directors also 
put in a huge amount of time to assist with 
events and other projects, but we are always 
happy to hear from anyone who can spare a 
few hours to help us out - there’s always plen¬ 
ty to do. Whether you want to organise your 
own event, get yourself sponsored to do any¬ 
thing or take part in one of our Sunflower 
Collections at a store - please call us on 01634 
831163. 

What do you like to do in your spare time? 

A I help with the Twydall Youth Project, 
organising a range of activities for young 
people. I also volunteer with Holding On 
Letting Go, a project for bereaved children, to 
help them move forward in their lives. 

When not chauffeuring my children around 
I also enjoy DIY, my garden and cooking. I 
have always liked singing and dancing, and 
have recently started taking tap lessons.

THE youngest intake of students 
at Rochester Independent College 
were treated to a laid-back first 
day - with a display from two cir¬ 
cus entertainers.

The commodore of 
Medway Cruising 
Club took the time to 
talk about his role at 
the club, its activities 
and the rich history of 
the River Medway. 


Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

I'm married to Denise with three children and two 
grandchildren. I was born and educated in Medway and 
graduated from the University of Greenwich with an 
honours degree in civil engineering. 

Tell us about MCC and your role in the club. 

MCC is one of the oldest cruising clubs in the world, 
having been founded in 1895. With more than 150 full 
members, it has a variety of boats including modern 
yachts, motor boats and traditional gaff rigged craft. 

The club is very much a self-help club run by three flag 
officers and a general committee. We have a new 
clubhouse on the waterfront at the Strand, Gillingham, 
with a start line for racing cruisers and gaffers. 

We hold an annual gala event in June over three days 
with racing and social events. Throughout the year there 
is a full social programme using the clubhouse facilities. 
We have more than 100 swinging moorings on the tidal 
river and winter berthing for over 100 boats at our 
maintenance yard at the Anchorage in Waterside Lane, 
Gillingham. 

I was elected as commodore in January, but have been a 
member for more than 52 years and more recently was 
rear commodore, managing the bar and social activities. 

How suitable is the River Medway for cruising? 

The north Kent coast is probably one of the safest 
cruising waters in the UK. The Medway estuary and the 
Swale provide numerous creeks and marinas for all 
types of craft and many visitors are from across the 
Channel. In cruising terms the River Medway has much 
to offer the family boat owner with plenty of open 
water for racing dinghies and keelboats.

Drug industry must 
stop unethical action 

National campaign group Animal 
Aid is calling on the Government to 
crack down on drug industry

Making a Killing: How drug

Charity aims to help 
you eat healthily 

To coincide with British Food 
Fortnight, which starts on Monday, I 
am writing to let your readers know 
that World Cancer Research Fund

Straight from our cookbook, I have 
some simple tips to make traditional 
dishes healthier. For tasty sweet 
chips, try swapping white potatoes 
for sweet potatoes, which are packed 
with beta-carotene. Scientific 
research has shown that foods 
containing beta-carotene probably 
protect against oesophageal cancer. 

Because food absorbs fat through 
the surface, you will lower the 
amount of fat in your chips if you 
cut them thick. Foods high in fat are 
high in calories too, and that makes 
it easy to eat more than you need. 

If that happens, you gain weight 
and could become overweight. There 
is convincing scientific evidence that 
body fat is a cause of six types of 
cancer, including bowel cancer and 
post menopausal breast cancer. 

Vegetable Cumberland pie is a tasty 
alternative to a meat pie. Research 
shows that eating a diet rich in plant 
foods including wholegrains, fruits 
and vegetables probably reduces 
cancer risk. Eating too much red 
meat increases risk of bowel cancer - 
WCRF advises not more than 500g 
(cooked weight) each week. 

For the perfect meal finale, pick 
apple and apricot crumble. Apples 
are a delicious treat, but why not try 
adding plums and blackberries for 
more fruit toward your five a day? 
Or some pumpkin seeds and 
crushed cashews on top for a 
healthy crunch?

Life is sweet 
in the nave 


Dramatic setting for new Festival play 


A HISTORIC event in the¬ 
atre will be taking place at 
Canterbury Cathedral’s 
Nave next week with the 
staging of a new play, Dallas 
Sweetman. 

The play will make its world pre¬ 
miere in the stunning setting, the 
result of a unique collaboration and a 
desire to revive a cherished old tradi¬ 
tion. Canterbury Cathedral and 
Canterbury Festival commissioned 
the piece with London-based theatre 
company Paines Plough, resulting in 
this new play by acclaimed Irish 
writer Sebastian Barry 

Back in the late 1920s the Friends 
of the Cathedral started the 
Canterbury Festival to host an annu¬ 
al series of plays by leading play¬ 
wrights of the time. TS Eliot’s famous 
Murder in the Cathedral was pre¬ 
miered in the Chapter House in 1935 
and remains the benchmark for 
these productions. It is hoped that 
the new play for 2008 will breathe 
new life into that tradition, while 
making its own mark on 21st centu¬ 
ry theatre. 


The process began when the Dean 
& Chapter approached the organis¬ 
ers of Canterbury Festival with the 
idea to produce a new play in 2006. 
After a lot of research a partnership 
was formed with Paines Plough, a 
theatre company specialising in the 
commissioning and development of 
new writing. With the company on 
board, the hunt was on to find some¬ 
one who could write a very special 
play. Organisers were looking for a 
story that could have relevance to the 
cathedral setting but also captivate a 
contemporary audience. 

Relation 

Drawing on his own ancestry for 
inspiration, Sebastian Barry has cre¬ 
ated a tale about love and death, des¬ 
olation, jealousy and miraculous 
events. Dallas Sweetman is based on 
a distant relation of Barry’s and sees 
the titular character arriving at 
Canterbury Cathedral on a pilgrim¬ 
age in the early 1600s. In a time 
when Catholicism and Protestantism 
divided loyalties, Dallas pours out his 
tale to the audience - his judges’ - in 
the hope of justifying his actions. But 
can his story of pirates, kidnap and 


drama be believed and can he be for¬ 
given? 

Since writing the play, Barry has 
been short-listed for the prestigious 
Man Booker Prize for Fiction for his 
latest novel The Secret Scripture. 

A series of special talks will allow 
audience members to gain a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into how the production 
has been created. There will be a 
chance to hear Barry talk about his 
work, as well as the director, cast, 
music composer and designers. The 
talks are free for ticket holders and 
will mostly be held in The 
International Study Centre in the 
Cathedral Precincts. Full details are 
at www.canterburyfestival.co.uk.

“Reef had been such a democracy, so for two 
years I was lost with myself for company in a 
puff of green smoke. 

“But little by little I’d find myself humming 
a song and before I knew it I had the 
dictaphone out.” 

Gary added that recording Them Is Me’s 
debut album and hitting the road had been a 
simple process, saying: “Everything just seems 
to have worked out really easily and that’s 
exactly how I remember Reef being. 

“I’m so stoked to still be involved with music. 
It took two years of messing about to realise 
just how important music is to me.”

Revenge of the Seth

SETH Rogen is slowly 
but surely conquering 
Hollywood - with a little 
help from his friends. 

The stand-up comedian turned 
movie star had his first lead role 
in last year’s Knocked Up, written 
and directed by his mentor, Judd 
Apatow. 

He followed that with his own 
film, Superbad, co-written with 
schoolmate Evan Goldberg. 

Pineapple Express, his latest 
collaboration with Evan and 
Judd, recently raked in $40 mil¬ 
lion in its first five days at the US 
box office - almost twice its $27m 
budget - and it looks set to do just 
as well over here. 

Not bad for a regular-looking 
26-year-old who started out 
telling jokes at bar mitzvahs. 

“I had no money when I was 
younger and in high school all my 
friends had jobs and I had no job. 
I just did stand up,” the fuzzy- 
haired actor explains in his dis¬ 
tinctive bear-like growl. 

“I started realising I had to treat 
this like a job, so I did a few bar 
mitzvahs and they paid me 150 
bucks or something like that. 

“I actually ran into someone 
recently, they came up to me and 
said, ‘I was at a bar mitzvah that 
you did stand-up comedy at’. It 
was so embarrassing!” he chuck¬ 
les. 

The way Seth tells it, his teens 
were like something out of one of 
his films. At 15 he was spotted by 
a mohel - the man who circumcis¬ 
es Jewish boys - who hired him to 
write Icebreaker’jokes. 

“They were all like bad haircuts 
jokes like, ‘So, a little off the top?”’ 
he sniggers. 

“He wanted jokes because 
everyone is a little on edge, a few 
icebreakers, just something. But

you don’t picture raucous laugh¬ 
ter and penile surgery going 
hand-in-hand.” 

It’s really hard to keep a 
straight face around Seth, but 
there is serious business at hand, 
even if Pineapple Express is his 
take on the classic stoner fi lm 
genre - and a kick-ass action 
movie to boot. 

He, Evan and Judd all sat down 


and came up with the story - 
drawing on cult films like Pulp 
Fiction - and then Evan and Seth 
wrote the script. 

Seth plays Dale Denton, a 
process server (someone who 
serves legal documents) and self- 
confessed loser, who is dating a 
high school girl and spends all 
day smoking marijuana. 

He has a businesslike relation¬ 



ship with his dealer, Saul Silver 
(James Franco), but the two are 
thrown together when Dale wit¬ 
nesses a drug lord and a bent cop 
commit a murder - and acciden¬ 
tally drops the butt of a rare 
Pineapple Express joint at the 
scene. 

Knowing the dangerous drug 
lord will work out who he is, Dale 
and Saul go on the run - and 
embark on an unlikely friendship. 

Emotional male bonding is a 
signature trait of Seth and Evan’s 
films and something they find 
hilarious. 

“Those are the relationships 
that just seem funny to us, just 
two guys working stuff out,” Seth 
says, laughing again. 

“Our group of friends back home 
was really callous, then I moved to 
LA and became friends with all 
these actors and all they want to 
talk about is how they feel and 
how hurt they are emotionally. 

“We were like, We can’t talk to 
these people like we talk to our 
normal friends, because we’ll hurt 
their feelings’,” he laughs. 

“I honestly think that was the 
basis for our films, hurting other 
guys’ feelings and having to apol¬ 
ogise to them, and our own trou¬ 
ble navigating that.”

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Bringing those fjords into focus

THREADING our way through 
dozens of islands off the west coast 
of Norway it was difficult to believe 
we were on a ferry from England 
and not some luxurious 
Scandinavian cruise. 

On the DFDS route from Newcastle to 
Bergen, the voyage is very much a part of the 
holiday. Norway is known for its outstanding 
scenery - and high prices. But once visited, it 
draws you back again and again. 

With that in mind, and for our fourth visit in 
30 years, we booked a contrasting two-centre 
holiday, sampling first a wood cabin high in 
the mountains and then a city centre hotel in 
Bergen. 

Sailing on the Queen of Scandinavia, the 26- 
hour journey went almost too quickly thanks 
to a comfy cabin, a good choice of restaurants 
and bars, entertainment and films. 

We arrived at Bergen - Norway’s second 
largest city with a population of just 242,000 
and gateway to the fjords - feeling relaxed. 

On an excellent road, we plunged into tunnel 
after tunnel, hewn through rough rock, and as 
we climbed higher into the mountains, we 
passed raging rivers and dozens of waterfalls, 
with white and red-coloured cabins clustered 
around lakes large and small. 

After collecting our keys and bedding, we 
turned into a gated private road to reach at 
our cabin, high in the Kvamskogen mountains 
- an area popular with skiers in winter and 


walkers in summer. The cabin had every mod¬ 
em comfort, including satellite TV, DVD play¬ 
er and underfloor heating. The huge outside 
deck commanded dramatic views of the sur¬ 
rounding summits - some snow-capped even 
in August - and a large lake below. The peace 
and quiet, broken only by the occasional tin¬ 
kling of bells on wandering sheep, was intense. 

The nearest town, Norheimsund, had good 
supermarkets, and yes, we found almost 
everything much more expensive than in 
England. 

After a week in the mountains it was time 
for the bustle of city life in Bergen. Staying at 
the comfortable Thon Hotel Rosenkrantz, on 
the historic Bryggen waterfront, we were ide¬ 


ally placed to explore its charms. We took a 
harbour cmise and were able to walk to many 
of the city’s attractions, such as the aquarium 
and art galleries. 

A cable car to the peak of Mount Ulriken - 
at 642 metres the highest of the seven moun¬ 
tains surrounding the city - offers views out to 
sea and inland. But on the day we went up, 
mist and cloud obscured most of the horizon. 

We had better luck with the Floibanen, a 
funicular railway which takes you from the 
heart of the city to the top of the 320-metre 
Mount Floyen, where viewing platforms give 
expansive views. 

All too soon our holiday was over, but we still 
had the return journey to look forward to.

Nationwide is 
merging with 
smaller rivals 

NATIONWIDE Building Society, which 
has branches across the county, is to 
merge with the Derbyshire and 
Cheshire Building Societies. 

The UK’s largest building society will 
acquire its two rivals through separate 
transactions, in a move it says it has 
undertaken to ensure the viability of the 
mutual sector in the UK 

The decisions were described by 
Nationwide as “prudent and pre-emp¬ 
tive”, following the identification of 
“financial issues” faced by the smaller 
societies. 

Smaller societies have come under 
pressure in recent months to consolidate 
positions, as the liquidity crisis reduces 
the availability of wholesale finance. 

The move is in the “best interests” of 
the savers and borrowers of both small¬ 
er societies, said Graham Beale, 
Nationwide’s chief executive. 

“The core member businesses of both 
societies are in good shape and have a 
better future as part of a larger organi¬ 
sation,” he said. 

Landlords can tailor 
interiors to tenants 

THE Residential Landlords’ Association 
is advising buy-to-let investors to check 
the interiors of their properties in order 
to ensure they can get the best deal 
when it comes to tenants. 

RLA director Alan Ward says thought 
should be given to interiors to ensure the 
decor and fittings appeal to the kind of 
person the landlord is seeking to attract. 

Furnished apartments are usually 
best for students or young singles, while 
couples and those looking for long-term 
leases are more likely to wish to put 
their own stamp on homes. 

Young professionals sharing a house 
may be looking for two bathrooms. 

The local market should also be 
researched before deciding whether to 
let a property fully or partly furnished. 

A well presented property is easier to 
let and more likely to give a choice of ten¬ 
ants. It is important to research the cho¬ 
sen tenant group and review whether a 
property will meet expectations. 

Landlords need to be increasingly 
aware about marketing, according to 
RICS, because instructions for lettings 
are on the rise. 


MORTGAGE buyers have received 
a boost with lenders setting off a 
rate war to attract the best cus¬ 
tomers. 

Of the 12 leading lenders, nine have now cut 
their headline interest rates on two and three- 
year fixed-rate deals in the last two weeks 
alone, according to research from 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

Halifax - the UK’s largest mortgage lender - 
led the way with cuts of 0.95 per cent, bringing 
the cost of the cheapest two-year deal down to 
4.89 per cent.

However, the deal comes with a maximum 
loan-to-value (LTV) ratio of 25 per cent and a 
fee of 2.5 per cent. 

Lloyds TSB is also offering a rate below five 
per cent. Following cuts of 0.5 per cent over the 
last two weeks, the bank now has a deal at 
4.99 per cent, with a similar LTV and fee 
structure to Halifax. 

Cuts of 0.2 and 0.25 per cent respectively 
have seen Britannia and Abbey take rates on 
a two-year fixed-rate deal to 5.44 and 5.54 per 
cent. However, Abbey has a maximum LTV of 


70 per cent on the cheapest deals. 

“We are in the midst of a mortgage crisis, yet 
three-quarters of the nation’s biggest lenders 
have recently slashed rates on deals,” said 
Louise Cuming, head of mortgages at 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

“For such a significant proportion of mort¬ 
gage providers to drop their rates underlines 
an industry-wide recognition that rates were 
too high. 

“This is good for borrowers who can take 
heart in some positive news - a rarity during 
the credit crisis. 

“I am also pleased see lenders making a real 
effort to make borrowing more affordable.”

Buyers keen to Czech 
out new Skoda Superb 


SKODA aims to put ‘Superb’ back into 
its reputation. The Czech marque made 
its name and the original Superb models 
before World War Two, as pre-commu¬ 
nist Czechoslovakia’s equivalent of 
Rolls-Royce. 

Guests at Skoda dealers’ new Superb 
launch nights this week will find out 
whether such quality and style is back. 

The new car (from £15,490) will be 
ridiculously cheap like its immediate 
predecessor though, for an executive 
class model. 

As usual, Skoda’s spec levels will be 
embarrassingly generous too. 



Peugeot's new surfers' 
option on the Tepee 

PEUGEOT has followed up the success¬ 
ful Partner Combi family holdall. 

The Partner Tepee is based on the 
Peugeot 308 car rather than a van 
though. Costing from £11,215, it seats 
up to five, has sliding rear side 
doors and majors on storage, removable 
seating and versatility - there is even an 
optional internal roof rack designed to 
take surfboards. 

An alternative Zenith multi-purpose 
roof option adds 80 litres of extra storage 
beneath the high roof plus four large 
glazed panels for extra cabin airiness. 



Proton launch dual fuel 
saver challenge on Ford 

PROTON has launched a ‘same price’ 
dual fuel’ 1.6-litre GEN-2 Ford Focus 
challenger. The ‘ecoLogic’ GEN-2 beats 
the credit crunch and high road tax and 
fuel costs by automatically switching 
from its petrol tank to run largely on cut- 
price LPG (liquefied petroleum gas). 

LPG currently costs 58p/litre, but an 
aftermarket conversion costs £1,500- 
£2,000; the factory-fitted installation on 
the ecoLogic GEN-2 is available for 
£10,995 in hatchback or £10,795 in 
saloon form.

SOME car makers trumpet 
hybrids, others spout the contro¬ 
versial eco-merits of bio-power. 

There is also hydrogen, but that is a way off 
yet. 

Then there’s ‘a nip here, a tuck there’, an 
approach that has landed many awards for 
the BMW 118d and the German marque’s 
‘EfficientDynamics’ technology fitted to most 
of its cars. 

The BMW package uses energy otherwise 
lost in braking to recharge the battery, mostly 
sidelining the engine-sapping alternator. 

Emissions and demands on power and fuel 
are also reduced by electric power steering and 
‘Start-Stop’; the engine stops when the car sits 
in neutral and restarts when the clutch is 
depressed. 

Furthermore, a gearshift change indicator 
encourages economical motoring. 

All of which enables the three/five-door 118d to 
record 62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 119g/km, putting it into road 
tax band-B (£35/year) and London Congestion 
Charge exempt under proposed revisions.

could actually take out a three-year PCP 
(Personal Contract Purchase plan) on a 118d 
and run it for free from congestion charge and 
fuel savings. 

We borrowed one from Broad Oak BMW of 
Ashford and Canterbury, which confirms a 
hefty take-up for the greener 1-Series. An all- 
white paint job made it hard to dish the dirt on 
our eco-paragon, three-door hatch sample, 
other than to remind myself that I still don’t 
like the styling. However, the car feels well 
constructed and, of course, handles beautifully 
in the ‘BeeEm’ tradition thanks to its front 
engine/rear drive balance. 

Liberated by EfficientDynamics, the 2.0-litre 
engine - the nomenclature suggests 1.8, but it 
is actually l,995cc - has punch if you want to 
drive it hard. That electric steering is also pre¬ 
cise with good feedback, unlike some. 

On the other hand, the engine and smooth 
six-speed ‘box allow quiet and frugal cruising. 

The rear is not the most spacious and access 
could be better, even in the five-door. Run-flat 
tyres also dictate an unforgiving ride, though 
losing the spare saves weight and returns 
space lost to the car’s rear transmission.

BEST-SELLING JAPANESE SUPERMINIS carsf erkent.co.uk i 

SUPERMINIS were not something that Japanese carmakers used to 'do' with much style or verve. They were reliable, of course, 
but easily outclassed for image and style by European margues. But that changed with the original Toyota Yaris, ironically made 
in France for European markets. The Yaris now faces its stiffest competition from fellow Japanese manufacturers in the form of 
the quirky looking yet robust Nissan Micra and Mitsubishi Colt. All three make a statement but are also practical and reliable. 



TOYOTA'S original mould-breaking supermini (pictured) was 
replaced in 2006, but the second generation car has built upon its 
reputation for space within eye-catching yet compact dimensions; 
a Yaris of any age makes a decent used buy. The original also 
spawned the hugely versatile Verso estate-cum-MPV. The Yaris 
driving experience is classy too, but the years are becoming less 
kind to the interior design and visual quality of the original car. 


BORING Nissan? Well, the Micra has blown that myth apart. This 
is the supermini that says you don't have to conform to style in 
order to be space-efficient and you don't have to carry a French 
badge to be chic - although Renault now owns Nissan. The Micra 
turns heads and looks 'right' in three or five-door form. It's 
affordable and reliable, available with excellent diesels and 
marketed with some stylish trim in the dearer versions. 


THIS stylish little car has been a lifeline for Mitsubishi dealerships, 
starved so long of decent mainstream car models. It is offered in 
two forms: an MPV-style five-door with masses of space and a 
higher driving position, or a lower-slung and pugnacious sporting 
three-door.

Proper equipment 
essential at height 

THE Health and Safety Executive (HSE) is 
urging companies to provide full safety 
equipment to employees working at height, 
following the prosecution of a Hampshire 
company last week. 

Profile Construction and Interiors plead¬ 
ed guilty at Basingstoke magistrates’ court 
and was fined £234, plus £200 costs and a 
victim surcharge of £15, for breaching reg¬ 
ulation 9(2) of the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005.

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ADD to the pressures 
of modern office life 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


ITS spreading from the blackboard jun¬ 
gle to the e-mail jungle - Attention 
Deficit Disorder (ADD) has migrated 
from the classroom to the office. 

Office workers may not have heard of it but, accord¬ 
ing to Officebroker.com, which claims to work with 98 
per cent of the UK’s serviced office space providers and 
landlords, it’s “one of the most alarming threats to pro¬ 
ductivity modem businesses face”. 

And it warns Kent firms it could well be here to stay, 
so has joined forces with leading stress consultant Ros 
Coleman to investigate if office ADD is unavoidable or 
if it can be sorted out by taking correct measures. 

Office ADD was coined last year by American psychi¬ 
atrist Dr Ned Hallowell, who noticed office workers 
with ADD symptoms - it’s a neuro-behavioural condi¬ 
tion, well known to teachers, which usually develops in 
childhood and is prevalent in one to three per cent of 
the world’s population. 

Symptoms include a poor eye for detail, forgetful¬ 
ness, short attention span, listening problems, an 
inability to follow simple instmctions, poor organisa¬ 
tional skills, avoidance of tasks involving mental effort 
and the loss of important information. 

Breaking point 

Officebroker.com managing director Jim Venables 
said: “Everyone has a breaking point when put under 
a lot of stress. When this point is crossed we break 
down and our attention diminishes. 

“The good news is that there are measures business¬ 
es can take to help employees regain control of their 
lives and manage their workloads.” 

Ms Coleman, a member and former vice-chairwoman 
of the International Stress Management Association 
(UK), said: “Office ADD appearing more prevalent 
today could be because of the incredible advances in 
technology we have had to adapt to. 

“On the up side, it is fantastic that we now have 
access to virtually any information immediately. On 
the down side, employers expect information immedi¬ 
ately, often to unrealistic deadlines. 

“As the pressure increases, the effect it is having on 
individuals is taking its toll. In the UK, one in six peo¬ 
ple report their jobs to be either very or extremely 
stressful and work-related stress accounts for one- 
third of all new incidents of ill-health. 



HIDDEN DANGER: Office ADD could be a sign of extreme stress or impending burnout 


“This includes mild to severe mental 
and physical health problems, emotional 
exhaustion and burnout. 

“This cause-and-effect situation is what 
psychiatrists in the United States are now 
labelling Office ADD. Governments and 
employers should be taking it very seri¬ 
ously.” 

She advises office staff to: prioritise 
daily workloads; set aside time to go 
through e-mails each day; respond to new 
e-mails immediately; if your body is telling 
to stop don’t ignore it; take regular breaks, 


leave your desk and drink plenty of fluids, 
and most important of all, communicate 
with your boss and with your colleagues. 

Mr Venables added: “Communication is 
the key to overcoming this problem. It is 
important for organisations to look for 
symptoms of Office ADD among their 
employees. 

“At least if you know the problem you 
can offer to help. We are all human and 
there should be no shame for individuals 
to admit they are struggling. A chain is 
only as strong as its weakest link.”

GRANT Flower once again proved the 
scourge of Kent as the Zimbabwean hit an 
unbeaten 68 to deny the Spitfires promotion 
in Division Two of the Pro40, writes Glenn 
Pearson.

Nightmare seven goals 
leaves Stimson stunned

GILLINGHAM’S first-ever visit to 
the New Meadow turned into the 
kind of nightmare Freddy Kruger 
used to specialise in. 

Manager Mark Stimson was understandably 
disconsolate at the final whistle, having seen 
his side implode to their heaviest defeat in 47 
years. 

“We had a good start and looked lively, but 
after the first 10 minutes nothing went our 
way,” he said. “We weren’t at the races for the 
set pieces and struggled to keep our shape. It’s 
never happened to me before this amount of 
goals conceded, though I have done it to a few 
teams before. Now we have to pick ourselves up 
and get on with it.” 

The way Gillingham began the game offered 
few signs of the trauma to follow. They might 
even have taken an early lead when Curtis 
Weston’s half-volley from outside the area 
produced a brilliant save by Shrews keeper 
Luke Daniels. 

But at the back they looked like an accident 
waiting to happen and on 27 minutes Ben 
Davies pumped a high ball into the area, where 
Mike Jackson’s powerful downward header 
made it 1-0. 

Three minutes later the lead was doubled 
when Davies flicked the ball on to David 
Hibbert, who cut inside and unleashed a fierce 
drive that was deflected into the net. 

Garry Richards was then forced off after a 
clash of heads with Grant Holt and in his 
absence a freak third goal effectively put the 
game beyond the visitors. 

Shrewsbury were awarded a free-kick 35 
yards from goal and Davies’ speculative effort 
eluded everyone before nestling in the net. 

In the final minute of the half Graham 
Coughlan hit the Shrews’ fourth, after Davies’s 
comer was steered into his path by Jackson. 

Richards returned to the fray in time to 
make a diving block to deny Coughlin a fifth, 
but if the travelling fans assumed things 
couldn’t get any worse in the second half, they 
were gravely mistaken. 

Seven minutes after the restart Shane 
Cansdell-Sheriff made it 5-0 after the Gills 
failed to clear a set piece and in the 58th- 
minute Simon King upended Holt, who 
picked himself up to convert the penalty. 

Three minutes from time yet another set 


piece found the Gills wanting. Davies’ free-kick 
floated over Royce and although Stimson 
claimed the free-kick had been indirect, the 
goal stood. 

“Our strengths come from two wide men 
hugging the touchline and feeding them the 


ball, but today we didn’t do that anywhere near 
enough,” admitted Stimson. 

“We’ll learn from it and move forward. Today 
there were one or two individual performances 
I wasn’t expecting, but hopefully they’ve all 
come at once and we’ll move on.”

FA CUP FIRST QUALIFYING ROUND

Chipstead 1 Chatham Town 0 

A CLASSIC sucker punch was enough to 
knock Chatham out of the FA Cup in the 
first qualifying round on Saturday. 

“It was very frustrating,” manager Steve Binks confessed. 
“On another day we could have had three or four goals, but 
just before half-time they broke away to score.” 

The Chats created a series of chances, but the quality of 
their finishing proved lacking. Steve Haffner had a shot 
blocked and Darren Smith forced a good save out of the 
Chipstead keeper, but some impressive defending by the 
Ryman Division One South side kept the visitors out. 

Just before the interval Chipstead counter-attacked. The 
visitors claimed one of their central defenders had been 
fouled, but the referee waved play on, leaving the Surrey side’s 
striker one-on-one with Chats keeper James Tedder. 

Tedder was powerless to prevent Chipstead taking the lead and 
there was no way back for the Chats in the second half; even 
though they created chances. 

Mark Brooks went close and Tom Davey was thwarted, but 
arguably the best opportunity fell to Richard Avery, who bal¬ 
looned a shot over the bar when he should have hit the target. 

Binks admitted the home side had been impressive at the 
back, but rued his side’s wastefulness. 

“They defended very well,” he said. “A combination of good 
defending and poor finishing has cost us and as you can prob¬ 
ably tell, I’m very, very frustrated about it.” 

Chatham now have to return to Ryman Division One North 
action with a trip to Enfield Town on Saturday. 

Town were formed in 2001 after a group of supporters broke 
away from Enfield FC, former champions of the Conference, 
in protest at the way their club was being run. Enfield FC sub¬ 
sequently went bust last year, while Town are now the best- 
supported side in the division, with an average gate of 240. 

Binks says it could be a tricky fixture. ‘They’re a very big 
club, but they’ve started poorly, like us,” he said. “After that 
we’ve got East Thurrock United who are the leaders and it 
wouldn’t surprise me if we ‘did a Dover’ against them.” 

In the last two seasons Chatham have excelled against 
sides who went on to become champions of Ryman Division 
One South. They took four points off Maidstone United in 
2006/2007, then did the double over Andy Hessenthaler’s 
Dover Athletic last year.

“There are eight teams and anyone can win it.

The squad has undergone major personnel 
changes during the summer and was only 
completed a fortnight ago with the signing of 
Slovakian forward Martin Melichercik. 

He said: “We had to restructure our team 
because of the new league set-up and I think 
with the players we have signed it shows we 
mean business. 

“There’s a good atmosphere in the room. The 
new boys are fitting in very well, they look like 
they have been here a long time. There are a lot 
of strong characters which we will need 
throughout the season.” 

The Dynamos got their season off to the per¬ 
fect start with a thumping 5-2 win over Milton 
Keynes Thunder. The Medway side went two 
goals behind before new signing Martin 
Melichercik hit a brace to level. 

Elliott Andrews put the Mos in the lead for 
the first time and they closed out the win with 
further strikes from AJ Smith and Milan 
Kostolny.

Gills hitman in race 
to gain full fitness 




GILLINGHAM striker Mark McCammon 
has revealed he is only 70 per cent fit after 
missing most of pre-season and does not 
expect to be fully match sharp for another 
two games. 

The 30-year-old suffered a hamstring 
injury in his first training session after his 
switch from Doncaster Rovers in July and 
only played one match before the season 
began. 

He said: “It’s the most vital part of the sea¬ 
son really to get towards match fitness but I 
didn’t manage that so I’ve been playing 
catch up a bit. I’m not as fit as I would like. 
I know when I do a pre-season I always 
come back sharp. I didn’t manage to do that, 
it’s a huge part for me because I’m big. I’m 
only around 70 per cent fit at the moment, 
after about seven or eight games I start to 
get match fit, it’s vital to get the games in.” 

After five successive starts without a goal, 
McCammon was left out of the starting XI 
in favour of Gary Mulligan against Grimsby 
earlier this month. The Barbados interna¬ 
tional came off the bench and finally opened 
his account, which was a weight off his 
broad shoulders. 

He said: “It was pleasing, the first goal is 
always vital. It’s a confidence thing, in the 
previous games I was getting the ball 
cleared off the line, they just weren’t going 
in so there was a sigh of relief to see the ball 
going in against Grimsby. 

“Being a striker it is all about goals. Your 
overall contribution is important but you need 
to score goals, it will help my confidence.” 

The 6ft 2ins hitman helped Doncaster to 
promotion last season and believes Gills 
have what it takes to bounce straight back 
after slipping out of League One. 

He said: “After relegation coming into the 
division obviously we are one of the bookies’ 
favourites and there is a high level of expec¬ 
tation. From what I have seen I think it’s a 
good squad, we have an ambitious manager 
and chairman and good supporters. We have 
all the requirements to get promoted.”
